The oondition of the finances of the 
Township of Bbefiild are a fair sample of 
lory management. For several years Ben¬ 
jamin Detlor and ex clerk Shields ran 
things as they liked and when the new 
oonncil came into power the finances were 
badly muddled. An audit was made and 
after careful examination it was found that 
about 87, .500 of good money bad been used 
np within a very few years, in addition to 
the amounts raised by taxation. The town¬ 
ship at one time had a School Fund of 8.7,- 
000. That is all gone. 81, ”''7.s7 of the 
Sinking Fund lias been used up. and tlioro 
18 a liability of about dl.OOO, lor boirowed 
money. The iirescnt Couniil hu'vt square¬ 
ly faced the difficulty and .*'ave tiuuceedeil 
in Btraight'jnii.,-; out tne la iddie. In this 
they hav'i been ass.sted hv Clerk Ayit worth 
and Treasurer Way. It wa.s found necoes- 
Sary to levy a rate of twelve mills on the 
dollar, this year, m c-rder to get mutters 
squared up. Ex iteovc Detlor and his ivs- 
scoitttcH had been in the tiabit of levying a 
rate of only ton mills, with the result ttiat 
•7 ,500 of money has been used np as above 
stated. The present Council believe in 
paying their debte as they go along, and 
raised snfiQoieut funds to do so, and no more, 
Hsd the Detlor crowd been equally honest 
they would have had to have levied even a 
higher rate, lor the Council of 1889 have 
been eepeoially economical and carefnl. We 
oomme^ the above facte to the eldctore of 
Sheffield.

horn cattle. Think of it 1 70,000 bu’.looks 
from Ontario, in addition to the homo de- 
maitd for beet I Noa, of these bnllooks at 
least Ihree-fonrtbs are the prodnoe of 
thoronghbred shorthorn bulls. All ought 
to be. bhorlhorn bails can only be got from 
herds of shorthorn cattle, and ot these, at the 

E iessnt moment, the price is lower than it 
as been ever before in Canada. Conee- 
qoently many young males have been 
uteered, or rather stagged, and there is 
great disoonragement among ordinary breed¬ 
ers. ... It would be a terrible thing 
for this prcvinco if i's cattle industry were 
to bo allowed to droop. It is the growth of 
ic and of the o'acoso luotorios that has enabled 
the farmer to live in cpite of the ohoapnesi 
of his cereale. Farmers, at least those trad 
log upon a limited capital, or none, are 
better off now than they were in the deiade 
between £5 and 65, when Crimean war 
prices and great railway expenditure did so 
much to circulate cash. From C5 to 73 
an-ongst them woe comparatively uu 
known; and that state, of thiags has bcor 
relieved by the oircnlation of obeese and 
b:ef money. It is a pity that the two tn- 
dustriea arc practically somewhat antagoc- 
istio. Bat so long as tastes differ, aud farms 
effer vaiioty ot iuvestmtnt according to 
their adaptation, dairying and bestiag may 
both prospor in the Ian 1, if not upon the same 

farm; or even in the same townships.

$100 for bis bull oalf before he oan make a 
cent of prpfi% and then he is out of pookst 
$5 a mouth for every month he keeps the 
animal after his fourteenth mmtb, wbiob 
is curly enough for even limited service 
1 am presuming that he turns ont a 
meritorious auimul in high condition, aud I 
def/ anybody to do so for less than $IC0 ; bat 
if anybody wants to challenge my figures, I 
am prepared in another communication to ao 
into details. Now the ordinary farmer still 
thinks $100 a high price for a young bull, 
aid Eo wonder, as he spends bis life among 
scrubs worth less than $15 at the same age, 
aud his mind is not prone to grarp the situ i 
tioD and the stepi that lead to it. He oan’i 
gut ovor the idea that the breeder is making 
a lot of money out of him- aud he leaves—to 
buy a half-bred bull for $25. 

“This being so, who is going to edvod.e 
him up to the mark T His county paper is 
generally published by a man who knows u 
little of everything exoeptfarmlngand breed¬ 
ing, and hie weekly newspaper, therefore, 
never brings him tidings of improvement in 
his own tftide. I know no weekly country 
paper that pays an intelligent attention to 
the education cf i.to country readers in their 
own walk of life. If a farmer takes a daily 
piper he only fiada himself drowned in poli 
tics. TBe writers in the monthly agrioul 
tiiral press write over his head. It is true 
that laudable iffrrts of late hive been made 
through the instrumentality of winter 
lectures to farmers’ institutes to disicmi- 
nato truth among this very unreoeptivo 
class of people, but no good result is 
yet visible. As well try to make beer 
of the waters of the Toronto bay by swim¬ 
ming round it with a sample bag tf barley 
tied between the shoulders. If Messrs. 
Frackland, Thompson, Flaiinigsu, Dann, 
Lionis, Verral, Blcng, Sheridan. Lemon, 
Crawford, McLennan and others (to quqte 
only Toronto names) do not wish to tee 
their trade slip away from them, why don't 
they take steps to insure a supply of bul¬ 
locks, and of better bullocks ? It would pay 
them to hire two or three competent lectur¬ 
ers at a good salary and send them round 
the township to lecture. A few men ill e 
Arthur .Johnson going the rounds and ad¬ 
dressing nie farmers from their own stand¬ 
point aod in their own vernacular would do 
more than an army of professors ; and the 
Local Government might bo expected to help 
in some way." “ T.O.P." is a little hard on 
the respective faculties of farmers, but, for 
all be speaks good sound common sense, 
aud a convention of cattle breeders might 
well bo held to consider the best place to 
bo adopted to encourage catUo breedlng on 
the lints he l.iys down.

Quick Molasses Candy.—O ue onp of 
New Urbans molasses ; one half oup of light 
crown sugar, two tablespoons of vinegar, a 
plooe of butter the size of an egg. Boil 
steadily about ten minutes, then try in oold 
water, if it hardens it is done. Just before 
taking it from the fire add one-tonrth of a 
teaspoon of baking soda ; do not oissolve it, 
but put it in dry. Pour on battered plates 
to oool, and pull as soon as oan be handled.
